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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 8-13 and 53 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches 
an ink delivery apparatus comprising a pressure tuned rolling piston that has a second convolute 
portion coupled to a first convolute portion, the second convolute portion being configured to 
provide further resistance against a negative pressure in the piston, and wherein when in a first 
condition at least a part of the second convolute portion surrounds at least a part of the first 
convolute portion in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 7 and 54-57 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches 
an ink delivery apparatus comprising a pressure tuned rolling piston that has a second convolute 
portion being coupled to a first convolute portion; wherein a perimeter of the second convolute 
portion is larger than a perimeter of the first convolute portion and wherein when in a first 
condition at least a part of the second convolute portion surrounds at least a part of said first 
convolute portion in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 14-18 and 22 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches 
an ink delivery assemby comprising at least one pressure tuned rolling piston that has a second 
convolute portion adjacent to a first convolute portion, wherein the second convolute portion 
being configured to provide fiirther resistance against a negative pressure in the piston, and 
wherein when in a first condition at least a part of the second convolute portion surrounds at least 
a part of the first convolute portion in the combination as claimed.
